OLD CORA COURT HOUSE

It is a matter of record that 
Comanche County VII organized 
in 1856. During that year F. A. 
Thompson and James E. Bouldm 
who owned the Wm. H. Murrah 
1476 acre survey (In the records 
the name appears Murry. Murray 
and 
Murrah) 
proposed to the 
Commissioners Court of Coman­ 
che County that if the Court would 
locate the county seat on the 
Murrah survey they would donate 
to the county 80 acres of the 
survey located on a rise over­ 
looking South 
Leon and 
some 
thirteen miles southeast from the 
town of Comanche. The southeast 
corner of this 80 acre tract is just 
a short distance from the bridge 
spanning South Leon on the Co­ 
manche and Hamilton road. The 
offer was accepted and the deed 
from Thompson and Bouldm is 
dated April 
15th. 
1857 and of

late months of 1856 and the early 
months of 1057 the town of Cora 
was coming into being on and 
near this 80 acre site, and was the 
first county seat of the county.

As we see it. the $120.000 prom­ 
ised by the Government will not 
bring any added expense to the 
citizens of Comanche County. A 
certain amount already has been 
set aside at Washington for WPA 
grants and we will have to help 
pay for it whether we use it or 
not. 


If Comanche County does not 
use the money, the same money 
may go for a Federal building in 
Maine, Michigan, or Arkansas. 
It will be spent somewhere. 


An effort is being made 
in 
Congress, led by the Republicans, 
to stop the WPA grants after 
July 1. This may or may not be 
a good idea, but at any rate, if 
Comanche County does not get 
the grant, after while may be too 
late. 
—o— 
If the court house bonds are 
not voted at this time, and the 
present building later should be 
condemned as unsafe, Comanche 
County would then have to bear 
the whole expense of a new build­ 
ing if there were no Government 
grants. We now have a chance 
to get more than one-half the 
cost as a grant. 


If the building is erected as a 
WPA proect. work will be given 
to the unemployed, not only from 
Comanche, but from all parts of 
the county.
